N. D. Mills, of Strathcona, is acting 
for the prosecution and 4t is under- 
stood that within the course of a day 
ov two writs in the Supreme Court of 
Alberta will be issued against — the 
Conservative candidate in the Strath- 
cona constitueney, BE. W. Day; J. R. 
Lavell, Strathcona, who spoke at a 
number of public meetings on his be- 
half, and the Strathcona Chronicle 
and the Camrose Mail, two news- 
papers, which, it is alleged, in a num- 
ber of issues repeated the charges 
first made by the Ce nserVative candi- 
date at the Roblin meeting in Strath- 
cona about a month ago. 

Michael A. Harpell, against whom 
the accusations have been made, is a 
young mai 22 years of age, He came 
to Western Canada in June, 1904, be- 
fore he was 18 years of age, He first 
settled at Lloydminster and conduet- 
ed a livery business at that place for 
about a year, He then removed to 
Islay and was proprietor of the 1s- 
lay Hotel for ten months, — Later he 
removed to Wainwright and took up 
a homestead, on which he has been 


ever since. Last spring he was ap- 
pointed to the agency of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company, for 
whom he has since worked in his 
spare time. He has never taken 
part in any election before the late 
one, when he was appointed an 
enumerator at Wainwright. Some 
time ago Mr. Harpell made a state- 
ment setting out these facts, which 


were corroborated in a telegram by 
prominent residents of Lloydminster,

Crystal City, Man., Nov. 2—With 
the harvest past and the summer end- 
ed, on a day as ‘beautiful as the ciose 
of his peaceful life and in a spot 
made fruitful by lone years of use- 
fulness, endenred by the most treas- 
nred associations and hallowed by the 
mortal habitations of dear ones gone 
before, the remains of Thomas Green- 
way were laid to rest in the family 
borying grounds today.

| FINISH CAMPAIGN 


Former Refutes Charge That He is 
Not Labor's Friend—Bryan 
Appeals to Labor. 


Youngstown, Ohio, Nov. 2—Wm. 
Howard Tait brought his campaign 


for the presidency to a close here to- 
night after a day spent in making 
speeches at various points in western 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
At Dundirk 5,000 persons were out at 
the station, and Taft got a reusing 
weleome. In his speech there, he ex- 
pressed his joy over pledging his aid 
to labor in the event of his election, 

“I don’t know.” said Tait, “whether 
you are as glad as I am that tomor- 
row is election day. If you are you 
are very happy. 1 am delighted to 
stand before & Dundirk audience anu 
especially an audience of working 
men to assure them that there are 
many reasons why they should vote 
the Republican ticket. 

“T have been attacked as unfair to 
labor. T wisn I could stop and dem- 
onstrate to you that of all the public 
men you know there are very few who 
have done more in the interest of 
Inbor than I have, and I want it un- 
derstood that if I am elected the fact 
that President Gompers has attempted 
to deliver over the labor vote to the 
Democratic party and has attacked 
me bitterly and, with others, has done 
me an injustice, it will not deprive 
me of the interest I feel in labor in 
its attempt to get to higher things. It 
will give me the utmost pleasure to 
follow along ir the path of President 
Roosevelt, as have been associated 
with hir in the last four years, to 
bring to the attention of congress and 
the executive measures to put labor 
on an equality with every class in 
the community.” 

Bryan Returns Home. 

Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 2—William Jen- 
ings Bryan reached here this evening 
and received a rousing welcome home. 
He spent the day in northeastern 
Kansas making speeches. Great 
crowds greeted him at every place. 
There was intense enthusiasm. His 
first speech this morning was at Kan- 
eas City, Mo., where he waa’ escorted 
by thirty automebiles across the state 
line to Kansas Cty, Kansas. Tremend- 
ous crowds greeted him. Here he re- 
viewed the main issues of the cam- 
paign, und, noting the large number 
of workmen present, declared, “To- 
morrow is Lavor day and the laboring 
mun has a chance to strike.” 

Tn touching upon finances Mr. Bryan 
snid: “Why did not President Roose- 
velt and Mr. Toft get together and 
postpone that panic till 1909, so they 
could blame it on me.” 

At Atchison, Kansas, before crowds 
said to be the largest ever assembled 
in thet city, Bryan continued his de- 
nunciation of the Republican leaders’ 
action in denying the support of the 
trust magnates and in refusing to al- 
low the public to inspect its books. 
Business was suspended, The larg- 
est open space in front of the station 
was completely filled with an enthue- 


ltstic audience. Every utterance of 
the candidate was cheered and ap- 
plauded, Bryan repeated that Taft 


wes to be spited in his vain efforts to 
dodge the support of Rocefeller and 
to claim the support of the labor lead- 
ers, 

“When Rockefeller will eome out 
from under cover and give the odium 
ofshis name to the Republican party 
it means that Providence is working 
fov Democracy.’’

LORD MILNER SPEAKS 
ON IMPERIAL UNITY 


Before Board of Trade in Montreal— 
He Outlines Scheme Whereby 
One Part of tie Empire Will Ob- 
tain What it Needs to Obtain 
From Another Part, Rather Than 
From a Foreign Country. 


Montreal, November 2.—Lord Mil- 
ner's address this afternoon at the 
Board of Trade on tariff reform, pre- 
ferential tariff and imperial unity 
drew a large gathering of representa- 
tive citizens in the industrial life of 
Montreal The preferential trade 
idea was carefully, even studiously 
examined by Lord Milner, who argu- 
ed it be so arranged as to allow each 
nation to produce from other parts of 
the Empire, After saying that each 
self-governing part of the Empire 
must be free to shape its fiscal policy, 
according to its especial require- 
ments, With a view of ite own wealth 
in productive power, Lord Milner de- 
fined the principle as follows: It is 
desirable to encourage the maximum 
oi intercourse, including, of course, 
commercial intercourse between the 
different parts of the empire and = to 
foster trade within the Empire to the 
greatest possible extent. Nothing 
could contribute more to that result 
than the general adoytion ot the rule 
that, other things being equal, or very 
nearly equal, the people of any stat 
of the Empire should ebtain what 
they need to obtain outside their own 
borders from other portions of the em 
pire, rather than from foreign coun- 
tries; that wherever they reasonably 
can, they should give their custom to 
their own kind rather than to foreign- 
ers, Mutual concessions in respect 
of tariffs must exercise a powerful in- 
fluence in that direction; they must 
tend to lead trade into channels 
within the Empire rather than into 
channels which lead outside it 

“T maintain,” he said, “that if any 
group of nations situated as the great 
self-governing countries of the Km 
pire are, relutively to one another, 
were to adept such a policy of mutual 
coneeesions, they would be the guain- 
ers by it.”

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RESIGNATION OF CHIEF 
OF POLICE IS ACCEPTED 


Mayor McDougall Explains the Diffi- 
culty Existing in the Potice De- 
partment, and Which Has Been 
Brought to a Climax by Major 
Beale’s Retirement -From the 
Head of the Force. 


The seceptance of the resignation 
of Major W. Beale as chief of police 
of the city of Edmonton and the ap- 
pointment of a committee composed 
oi Ald, Armstrong and Gariepy with 
the commissioners to consider the 
question of selecting his suecessor,was 
the most important business transact- 
ed at the committee meeting of the 
city council last evening. All the 
aldermen were present but Ald. Man- 
son, and a considerable amount of 
business jof minor importance was 
transacted during the evening. 

The resignation of Major Beale, as 
published in Monday's issue of the 
Bulletin, was read, setting forth his 
reasons for action. Mayor McDougall 
replied briefly to some of the com- 
plaints made by Major Beale, citing 
cases during the past year*where he 
had acceded to the chief's request 
rather than acting againet him. 

He stated that the chief had recom- 
mended the engagement of Detective 
Ware, of a police court clerk, of 
mounted policemen and of a Norwood 
policeman, all of which had theen 
granted. The mayor had opposed the 
detailing of a constable to regularly 
patrol the west end of the city as he 
did not thénk it was necessary. He 
had agreed to the appropriation of a 
secret service fund to be used as 
deemed advisable ‘and he had not ye‘ 
asked for an account of how this 
money had been spent. He had favor- 
ed the request of the chief for re- 
pairs to the court reom, and rear 
entrance to the jail, and the inatalla- 
tion of a telephone in the chief's 
house. He had also approved of the 
chief's recommendation that Con- 
stable Miller be dismissed from the 
force. 

Mayor MeDougall stated that he did 
not take exception to Major Beale’s 
being a member of the Edmonton 
club, but that he had told him he 
thought he was spending too much 
time there to give good service to 
the city. 

He stated emphatically that De- 
tective Sergeant Griffithe had never 
discussed police matters with him or 
with any of the commissioners except 
once when the mayor called him into 


his office with regard, to the police 
raid. of the houses of ill-fame. He 
wished ft to ‘be clearly understood 


that he had never supported Detec- 
tive Griffiths in.any way. The proper 
course for Major Beale to have taken 
17 he was dissatisfied with the work 
of Griffiths was to have given him a 
month’s notiee of dismissal. This 
would have been « more satisfactory 
course than spending time trying to 
secure charges to ‘bring against him. 

Referring to the investigation of the 
chiirges laid pvgainst Griffiths by the 
chief, the! mayor stated that the com- 
mittde ‘of ‘investi tion, had decided 
that tHe -clfarg@s Were not proven and 
had therefore reinstated Griffiths. 

There was little discussion in the 
question, the sidermen feeling chat in 
view of the conditions their only 
course Was to accept Major Beale’s 
resignation, to teke effect on Dec. Ist. 
The matter of selecting a successor 
was left in the lands of Ald. Arm- 
strong and Gariepy. and the commis- 
sioners. It is provable, however, that 
no selection will be made before the 
new council of 1909 assumes office, 

Helo for Ball Club. 

Messrs. L. Goodridge, Frank Goode 
ond Frank Gray appeared before the 
committee of the council last evening 
with a request that they be relieved 
from the payment of the $214 taxes 
levied on the baseball grounds on 
Ross flats. They stated that the 
grounds had so iar been conducted 
aut-a loss. The council last year had 
paid these taxes and they asked that 
the same be done this year. 

City Solicitor Bown stated that the 
city had no right to grant a rebate of 
but that they might make 
grant of the amount in 
question to the baseball elaub. The 
aldermen all felt that’ the elu cer- 
tainly deserved some fssistanee and 
the request of the applicants will be 
granted. 

A communication was received from 
the city of Vancouver to the effect 
that they had accepted the guarantee 
bond of the Robertson, Godson Co. as 
na guerantee of the carbolineum block 
pavement. The W. H. Harvey Co. 
stated that as W. J. Carter was their 
agent in this city they did not care to 
leave the work of keeping the pave- 
repair for ten years in the 
hands of the city. In view of these 
conditions the aldermen decided to

Building Inspector MeKinnon drew 
the attention of the council to the re- 
ccomunendation of the chief of police 
‘that ojl lamps be kept burning in the 
places of amusement in the city ‘te 
prevent robbery or panic should the 
electric lights in the building go pat, 
He thought the suggestion a good one 
and recommended that a clause to | 


be erected 


effect be inserted in the building and 
fire bylaw. 

Fire Chief Davidson objected to this 
plan in view of the greatly inereased 
danger of fire. He suggested that a 
few lights in the body of the hall 
should be connected with a separate 
transformer that in case of the 
others-going out these could be switch- 
ed on. This latter suggestion met with 
the approval of the aldermen 

The attention of the aldermen was 
drown to an infringment of the fire 
limits bylaw by K. W. MeKenzie, who 
had constructed a two story building 
4x22 feet by the old Biowey-Henry 
building without securing permission 
He asked if he should take legal ac-

tion. In view of the fact that the 
building was constructed beside a 
Stick wall and as the insurance com- 
panies had raised ro objection, the 
eouneil decided to take no action, one 
alderman remarking that Mr.. Me- 
Kenzie was a member of the board of 
trade which had recently raised objec- 
tions to violations of the fire limits 
bylaw. 

The J. Y. Griffin Packing Co. sug- 
gested that in view of the effect the 
water they were using had on the 
water preesure in the city, a fire alarm 
should be placed at their plant «60 
that they could reduce tne quantity 
used when there was a fire. 

Commissioner McNaughton thought 
it was a good suggestion if the fire 
alarm system could stand the extra 
load = The jinstallation would cost 
about $150 and in view of the fact 
that it woukd ‘be an additional protze- 
tion to the Griffin Co. in case cf fire 
he suggested that they should bear 
half of the expense, The matter was 
finally left in the hands of the eom- 
missioners to place this proposal be- 
fore the Griffin Co. 

The firm of Gorman, Clancey & 
Grindley wrote the council in

They 
offered to supply washed gravel 
$1.50 per cubie yard, broken stone 
$1.75 and sidewalk finish at $2 
They agreed to supply up to 8, 
yards and suggested that it should 
piled in the market square. 

Commissioner MeNaughton present- 
ed the following report on the ques- 
tion:: 

“Attached is a tetiaer from W. J. 
Huff for washed gravel and crushed 
stone for sidewalk construction which 
if purchased now will make a saving 
over Jast year's purchase of 25 cents 
per yard. © There will be a certain ad- 
vantage in having this material ready 
for work in the spring as there is ul- 
ways a difficulty with the supply cf 
this material early in the season on 
account of the highwater and the high 
price of teaming. This saving in price 
amounts to about 14 per cent. 

Good Gravel Scarce. 
The question of gravel for city pur- 


poses such as paying and sidewalk 
construction is Now becoming a rather 
serious one. There seems to be a

After some discussion it was  de- 
cided to cull for tenders for the suppl) 
of gravel to the-eity. The question o 
using the city’s gravel beds up th: 
river was not decided, 

Commissioner MeNaughton made a 
Verbal report. in connection with the 
city water supply, He stated that the 
city was in communieation with the 
provincial government and were en- 
deavoring to secure definite agsur- 
that the water in the river near the 
city would remain ssonably pure 
for at least seven years. He believed 
the government would guarantee thi 
and in that event the ¢ity could very 
well get their water supply direct from 
the river near the present pumping 
station.and could remove the plant 
farther up she rivee at a later date. 

Power Plant Extensive. 

The commissioners drew the atten- 
tion of the council to the fact that 
certain extensions would be required 
in the near future to the power plant 
in the following report which was 
adopted 

“For seme weeks back the commis- 
sioners and Heads of departments of 
the city have been working on the 
necessary extensions to the munieipal 
power plapt which will have te be 
made next Year in order ‘o meet the 
demands which will be made by the 
inerease of the city. The weterworks 
system will no doubt have to ke ex- 
tended to the Grand Trunk vards and 
the demands..on th# eleetric power 
plant will agein, be taxed by the re- 
quirements of the street railway, The 
object of} the work that has been 
started is to have a report ready, deai- 
ing with these extensions and contain- 
ing full information for the first of 
the year iy order that the contracts 
may be let and the work completed 
before the demands» on the system 
teach the everloud stage. It has us- 
udlly been the case that our exten- 
sions are alWays u year or more tos 
late and it is the wish of your con 
missioners to change this to some ex- 
tent.

Important Principle Discussed. 

The principle of providing in the 
sinking fund and interest for the de- 
preciation in the value of the plants 
of the various pwhlie utilities in the 
city and also to provide for deprecia- 
tion from the revenues of the utilities 
was discussed briefly. The point on 
which the discussion took place was 
; Whether it was good policy to burden 
the present ratepayers with a dou le 
liability for the benefit of the iuture 
residents of the city. It was felt that 
the matter was too important to be 
decided off-hand and as the secretary 
has written to Montreal, Toronto,Win- 
nipeg and other cities to find out what 
stand they have taken on thie matter 
it was deemed advisable to leave the 
matter until replies were received to 
these ingpiries. 

Auditor Richardson also recommend- 
ed that a certain sum be written off 
each year on the exhibition buildings 
to provide for depreciation. The re- 
commendation was adopted and the 
anount to be written off will ‘be de- 
cided by the council this evening. 

The city commissioners presented a 
report dealing with the sewer outfal! 
et the Standard Coal company's mine, 
which was adopted without discussion, 
The report was as foilows :— 

“This matter was referred to the city 
engineer and myseli and after consid- 
ering the merits of the question, when 
on the ground we decided that in view 
of the possibility of a septic tank be- 
ing required for this outfall in the 
near future that any large outlay of 
money to deal with the circumstances 
mentioned in the letter above referred 
to. would be inadvisable; and that 
this difficulty be dealt with by cutting 
a trench through the ice when it forms 
and covering this trench with manure 
so as to prevent it filling up dgain 
with ice. In this way this oGtfall can 
bo dealt with without damage to the 
coal company until such times as the 
works of a permanent nature are de- 
cided on. This simply means that the 
above trench be cut before the ice 
has totally filled the creek up to the 
level of the opening of the air shaft. 
When the ite has reached this point 
it will be about 18 feet thick, 6o that 
it simply means that as soon as the 
ice had formed about 5 feet thick the 
above mentioned channel be cut. Any 
work of the nature of a culvert would 
lessen the area of the creek so that 
in flood time this culvert would cause 
the flooding of the mine which would 
be directly blameable to work done 
by the city and give good grounds for 
a auit. In the way euggested, no per- 
manent work is done as this is merely 
assisting nature without any legal 
complications.’* . 

E. Hart Nicholls, of Calgary, made 
a request on behalf of the Alberta 
Nursery and Seed company for $217, 
being the amount due the company 
for’ trees supplied to the city. The 
account will be paid. 

City Auditor Richardson made a re- 
port with regard to the Exhibition 
association statement up to July 3lst, 
ecommending some slight alterations 
in the inethod of vsccounting.

That the services of Mayor McDougall 
and the City Council of 1908 be given a 
mark of public appreciation in a céyic 
banquet, was the decision arrived at yes- 
terday afternoon at a public meeting of 
citizens in the City Council chamber. 
What form the banquet will take has not 


yet been decided. It was suggested that 
it be a very elaborate one but the con- 
census of opinion was in favor of a less 
pretentious affair in which a greter num- 
ber of citizens could partake. The only 
difficulty is to find sufficient accommo- 
dation but this matte: ix being looked 
into by a committee today. 

Among those present at the meeting 
yesterday afternoon were G. R. F. Kirk 
patrick, manager Imperial bank; A. C. 
Fraser, manager Merchants Bank; T. M. 
Turnbull, manager Canadian Bank of 
Commerce; BR. Verey Barnes, A, T. 
Cushing, Col, Belcher, J. MeKay Dick- 
son, M. W. MeCauley, W. H. Ketchum, 
Jackson Hanley, P. T. Butchart, Dr. 
Strong, Gordon Jackson, Howard Stutch- 
bury, Dr. Riddell, C. E. Potter and 
ethers. 

Vpon motion, Mr. Cushing was chosen 
as chairman. He stated that some of 
these present had met last week to dis- 
cuss a banquet to the retiring mayor 
and city council, and a nominating com- 
mittee had been appointed composed of 
T. M. Turnbull, Dr. Riddell, J. MeK. 
Dickson, Col. Belcher and the chairman 
to draft a committee of management. 

At the earlier meeting it was suggested 
that the banquet be tendered to the re- 
tiring mayor and aldermen; as an ap- 
preciation of their excellent services, on 
Nov. 16th, There was a possibility of 
having the formal opening of the Edmon- 
ton street railway on that day which 
would be one of great civic importance. 

J. McKay Dickson moved that the ban- 
quet be held on Nov. 16th, He said that 
Hen, Frank Oliver had promised to be 
present and speak at the banquet. 

Dr. Riddell in seconding the motion 
pointed out thatthe council were deserv- 
ing of praise for the way they had back- 
ed up the mayor in the initiative he had 
taken in many matters of progress. In 
the past it had been the custom to be- 
rate the civic administration but this 
year jt was different, This year’s mayor 
and council had given their best endeav- 
ors to the interests of the city, 

M. W. McCauley endorsed the motion 
and the remarks of a gevious speaker 
that this year’s council had brought 
Bdmonton to the front place among ('a- 
nadian cities, 

Other speakers thought thaf in addi- 
tion to the bantyuet some other recogni- 
tion should be given of Mayor MeDou- 
gall’s work. One suggested a portrait 
gallery of prominent citizens and thought 
that Mayor MeDougall’s portrait would 
he a fitting start. 

The motion in favor of a banquet was 
then unanithowsly carried and a man- 
agement committee composed of Messrs. 
W. H. Short, T. Cushing, A. C. 
Fraser, G, ! & Kirkpatrick, WwW. 
Ketchum, T. M, Turnbull and M. 
McCauley was appointed. Mr. Short 
was chosen chairman of this committee 
and W. H. Ketchum, secretary. 

In answer to a question the chairman 
said that it was proposed to accommo- 
date between 250 and 300 persons, The

Tn no case would I sanction the 
filling of any vacancy with an outsider, 
providing that a competent man is to be 
found in the city’s service. 

A large amount of work has been ac 
complished during this year under the ad 
ministration of Mayor McDougall, to whose 
efficiency and zoal I take pleasure in 
testifying. Next year, however. will de 
mand an equally progressive policy owing 
to the rapid growth of the city. Vhe 
largest and most important maiter that 
confronts us is the water supply, aud this 
must have immediate attention, It is oon 
ceded by all that within two years at the 
outside we shall be forced to obtain our 
wate ply from farther up the river so

This was a setback 
from which it would take years to re 
coyer, This last rancher was of the 
opinion that had he possessed a stack 
of tweniy-five tons of hay to tide hi: 
, cattle over the worst weeks he woulc 
not have suffered a loss of more thar 
twenty head at most. The hay would 
have cost him perhaps $150. The sav- 
ing in cattle, 120 head, would have 
been equal to about $5,500, but 
after the winter set in, in all its se 
verity, it was impossible to get hay at 
any price.

In some localities, how- 
ever, fairly satiefactory prices have 
been realized, especially where there 
are large herds of  well-bred | stock 
Which were in condition for export 
Where the stock offerings were infer- 
ior or small it is not to be expected 
that a bnyer should pay the same 
price for eight or ten animals or even 
a car load. that he would for a train 
load, but there are many instances in 
which it is evident that the buyer has 
undertaken to make the difference in 
price between large or small bunches 
hore than conditions justified In 
eases of this kind the ranchman’s only 
protection is to combine with neigh- 
bors similarly situated, or if his means 
permits, to buy sufficiently from his 
neighbors to ship on his own account 
Tt is a well established fact that the 
man who has steff worth exporting 
and displays sufficient enterprise to 
ship on his own account seldom fails 
to get a good offer.”
